Number of Dead Unknown. 

Coroner Nance said it was vir- 
tually impossible to tell whether 
fragmentary bones and other ob- 
jects found in the burned area be- 
longed to bodies already brought 
out or whether they indicated new 
victims. 

Early reports of 50 to 80 dead, 
he said, were based on the state- 
ments made to the Coroner’s office

Dockendorff, president of the Black 
Diamond. the witness, “that if all 
the records of your various compan- 
ies were sent to your New York pier 
they should all be retained except 
those for this particular company?” 
“I can’t explain that,” Dockendorff 
answered. 

The committee was inquiring into 
a ruling by Comptroller-General 
McCarl that $459,465 earned by the 
Empire Co. should be considered 
profits accruing to the United 
States Shipping Board and that the 
money should be returned to the 
Government. 

Seeks Source of Income. 

Reference to the disappearance of 
the files followed a sharp interroga- 
tion of Dockendorff regarding his 
source of income. Senator Black, 
committee chairman, read into the 
record a series of financial state 
ments showing losses by J. E. Dock- 
endorff & Co., importers and ex- 
porters. 

“As a matter of fact,” Black said 
to Dockendorff, “the only compan- 
ies you had which made any money 
between 1920 and 1927 were the Em- 
pire and the Black Diamond.” 

The ship owner previously had 
testified he had put more than $1,- 
000,000 into the firm since 1914. 
Black asked where the million came 
from and Dockendorff replied: 
“From my personal sources.” 

Black asked if it was not true 
“that from 1921 the money you 
made came from the Black Dia- 
mond and the Government?” 

“You forget,” said Dockendorff, 
“that we had transactions other 
than those with the Shipping 
Board.” He mentioned auditing 
work done for shipping firms as one 
other source of income. 

Turning again to the purchase of 
vessels from the Shipping Board 
which the Black Diamond previous- 
iy had.operated on commission, the 
committee chairman read figures 
which he said showed the yessels 
bought by Dockendorff for $1,342,- 
607 cost the Government $18,049,- 
451. 

Political Activities. 

The committee questioned Dock- 
endorff regarding his efforts to 
bring about the appointment of J. 
Caldwell Jenkins as president of 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation. 
Jenkins, who was not appointed, la- 
ter became vice-president of Dock- 
endorff’s three firms. | 

“Mr. Dockendorff,” Black said,

20 Shot in Attack on Mine

Workers from Williamson County, 
hired to fill the places caused by 
the shortage of U. M. W. A. men 
frbm Saline County, started out 
from Marion, 23 miles west of Har- 
risburg, to go to work in “Forty- 
three.” 

They were met by the Saline 
County deputies and warned not to 
proceed. Most of them turned back 
but a few went ahead into a de- 
structive rifle fire in which four 
were left wounded on the road, 
while four or five others, all super- 
ficially wounded, managed to make 


| their way to the mine shaft. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Robert W. Da- 
vis of the 130th Infantry, veteran of 
many a disturbance in the South- 
ern and Central Illinois coal fields, 
called out his troops last night, then 
went out early today and surveyed 
the scene of action. Most of the 
Progressives, he found, had taken a 
position on a hill overlooking a 
mine and were registering hits with 
high-powered rifles on the mine 
buildings 800 yards away. 

Says Shots Weren’t Returned. 


William Craig, superintendent of 
the mine, declared his men did not 
return the fire because they were 
nopelessly outnumbered and feared 
to precipitate any more violent ac- 
tion than they were then under- 
going. 

When the firing died away sud- 
denly at 9 a. m., Craig began phon- 
ing for ambulances to evacuate the 
wounded, 12 of whom had reached 
the mine. The remainder had either 
made their way into Harrisburg or 
had been picked up on the road and 
sent to hospitals. 

The ambulances arrived at the 
mine, however, only after the troops 
of K Company had entered the 
works and the last of the Progres- 
sives had left. 

Arriving by rail and detraining 
on the east side of the town, the 
Cairo unit had marched west 
through the town in column of 
squads, a business-like outfit of 65 
men, wearing trench helmets and 
carrying full belts of ammunition. 


How Crowd Was Routed. 


They were halted in company 
front a half block from the square 
and fixed bayonets. Then they ad- 
vanced at a walk on the crowd of 
about 2000 which had gathered 
around the courthouse after the 
attack had been abandoned at the 
mine. 

Guard officers shouted for the 
crowd to disperse. Enlisted men, 
in groups led by noncoms, walked 
swiftly toward the gathering with 
their bayonets at the charge. The 
gathering melted, some walking, 
some running away. The company 
quickly formed again in column. of 
squads and 10 minutes later was 
at the mine. 

-By 1 p. m. the remainder of 350 
guardsmen were on duty in Harris-

Bradbury, Karnes, ,Riddle and 
Schumate were among the William- 
son County miners who decided to 
try to run the gauntlet into the 
mine this morning. As their cars 
sped down the road toward the 
shaft the Progressives opened fire. 
One of the drivers lost control and 
his car turned over in a ditch. 

Some of the miners managed to 
make it—witnesses differed on 
whether it was four or five, or 
more. The four wounded men, who 
fell at the first fire, however, lay 
on the road until they were picked 
up by deputies and taken to hos- 
pitals in Williamson and Franklin 
counties. 


Non-Participants Injured. 


Dodd, Bowers and Brown, who 
have no connections with mine un- 
ions, were injured when Dodd, on 
his way to Marion in a truck, un- 
wittingly drove across the deadline 
established by the Progressives. 

“Without warning about 20 men 
began to fire on us with rifles,” 
Dodd said later. “I tried to get 
down in the truck and lost con- 
trol. We smashed into a barricade 
on the road and wrecked the truck. 
The men who had fired on us 
rushed up acting like crazy men, 
but when they saw who we were 
they got a car and took us back to 
Harrisburg. Later when I went out 
to look over the truck, they began 
firing on it again. It must have 
been hit about 50 times.” 

Travelstead, the druggist, also 
crossed the deadline without know- 
ing it was established. His car 
was riddled with bullets but he es- 
caped injury, except from flying 
glass. 

Priest, the miner, went to the 
mine with his wife and daughter, 
and they, too, escaped being struck 
by bullets. The others on the cas- 
ualty list were said to have been 
wounded trying to get to the mine. 
Some continued on their way to 
the works after they had been 
struck, while one or two went back 
to Harrisburg for treatment. 

After things had quieted down at 
the mine at noon today, Col. Davis 
went into the garage and took 
charge of an armored car, which he 
said would be held in his custody 
for the time being. 

Progressive officers said that they 
had hoped their men would take 
no action in the face of announce- 
ment of the mine’s opening, until 
after a conference today at Spring- 
field at which Gov. Horner was 
trying to iron out the differences 
between the mine and the Progres- 
sive union.

CONVICTS UNAFFECTED 
IN ENCEPHALITIS TES} 


Only Negative Results So Far 
in Experiment to Learn If 
Mosquito Is Carrier. 


By the Associated Press. 

JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 5.—Totally 
negative results thus ‘far have 
marked the experiments on 10 
white prisoners at Parchman penal 
farm who volunteered their bodies 
for tests to prove or disprove the 
theory that mosquitoes carry the 
encephalit’ virus. 

Receiving State Board of Health 
officials at Parchman, Dr. W. T. 
Harrison, United States Public 
Health surgeon in charge of the 
prisoners in a screened and segre- 
gated ward, said none of the sub- 
jects “had developed any symptoms 
of any kind.” They were bitten a 
week ago by mosquitoes brought 
from St. Louis where the insects 
had previously been allowed to bite 
encephalitis-infected monkeys. 

The prisoners, all serving short 
terms, volunteered for’ the test on 
promise of executive clemency for 
their services. 

“Nobody’s worried, but it’s mighty 
hard to pass the time away,” say 
the sleeping sickness subjects at the 
Mississippi penitentiary. 

“We'll be glad when it’s over,” G. 
F. Cummings, 36 years‘old, the old- 
est man among the 10 undergoing 
the experiment said. 

Nobody sings and nobody prays. 
All the men are unmarried and 
have no major responsibilities. 

“There’s nothing to it None of 
us is afraid. We ure just waiting,” 
said John L. Dyer, 21, youngest of 
the company. 

Leo Hudgins looked up from a 
game of solitaire to ask for a cig- 
arette. His neighbor was asleep. 
Farther along the row of iron 
beds a dark youth was reading a 
Western magazine. Will C. McEl- 
wain, short and smiling, was lying 
in bed minus his striped coat. He 
pointed to faint marks along his 
forearm. “That’s where the mos- 
quitoes bit me,” he explained. “Got 
more bites than anybody else, 33. 
It didn’t hurt any more than ordi- 
nary’ mosquito bites. The bites 
itched a little and swelled up, but 
the swelling is gone now.” 

Few of the 10 had even the 
slightest marks to show for their 
mosquito bites, but Dr. W. P. Mc- 
David, penitentiary surgeon, and 
Dr. Harrison of the United States 
Public Health Service, told Dr. 
Underwood the experiment was 
progressing satisfactorily. >" 
Two nurses take the temperature 
of each of the 10 at regular  in- 
tervals, but so far none has had 
fever, headaches or other symp- 
toms of encephalitis. 

The experiment will continue for 
six or eight weeks to _ establish 
whether “sleeping sickness” is car- 
ried by mosquitoes. The more pop- 
ular theory among supervising 
health workers is that encephalitis 
is spread by human contact.

Chemist Prevents Tank 


From Blowing Up but He 
and Aid Are Killed at Phil- 
lips Petroleur: Co. 


Two chemists employed at the 
laboratory’ of the Phillips Petrol- 
eum Co. storage plant south of 
East St. Louis were fatally burned 
yesterday afternoon in an explo 
sion caused by the ignition of 
overflowed 
from an  11,000-gallon tank into 
which it was being pumped. 


One of them, Charles Barefoot, 
head chemist, prevented the explo- 
sion of the contents of the tank by 
climbing to the top and shutting 
off the valve just before the over- 
flowed gasoline was ignited. 

The other, Howard Carner, 24, 
was burned as he was trapped near 
the tank where the ground was sat- 
urated with gasoline. 

Tells Story of Accident. 

A. J. Pettigrew, research engineer 
of Bartlesville, Ok., who was pay- 
ing a visit to the plant yesterday, 
escaped injury and today told how 
the accident occurred. 

“Barefoot, Carner and I were in 
the ‘aboratory about 75 feet from 
the storage tank, one of five of 11,- 
000 gallon capacity, which are filled 
from a larger tank to supply tank 
trucks more easily. It was being 
filled and as we looked out the win- 
dow, we saw it was overflowing and 
that pools of gasoline surrounded it. 

“Led by Barefoot, we rushed out. 
He ran to the tank and climbed 
the 10-foot ladder to the top and 
succeeded in turning off the valve 
which prevented more gasoline 
from flowing into the tank and 
protected the contents of the tank. 

“Then we saw him jump to the 
ground. He appeared to injure his 
ankle and was unable to rise. Car- 
ner and I, mindful of the fumes 
which permeated the air, turned 
toward the laboratory to turn off 
a gas hot-water heater which we 
feared might ignite the fumes. 

“Before we had taken two steps, 
the explosion occurred. I don’t 
know whether it was caused by the 
water heater or ndt. 

Pulled Clear ot..Flames. 

“Another chemist who had joined 
us, Jack Feist, rushed to Barefoot, 
pulled him clear of the flames and 
extinguished his burning clothing 
by rolling him on the _ ground. 
Carner and I ran for safety but 
Carner’s clothing caught fire. Feist 
was slightly burned. I escaped the 
blaze.” 

The vent of the tank which had 
overflow caught fire and _ the 
flames spread to the vents of two 
other tanks. It was an hour be- 
fore company employes using 
chemicals and the East St. Louis 
Fire Department put out the fire, 
The damage was confined to the 


gasoline, valued at $500. 

Barefoot, who was 34 years old, 

resided with his wife in a company 
house at the plant on State High- 
way No. 3. He formerly lived at 
Oklahoma City, moving here about 
two years ago. 
Carner, unmarried, had been em- 
ployed by the company about five 
years. His mother, who left her 
home at Bartlesville, Ok., yesterday 
afternoon by airplane, did not 
arrive until after his death.

Al HAVANA: STILL 
SOME SHOOTING 


Soldiers Kill Two Looters 
During Hurricane — 


Trooper and Sailor Are 
Slain by Snipers. 


By the Associated Press. 

HAVANA, Oct. 5.—Storm barri- 
cades were removed today with the 
passing of an 82-mile-an-hour hur- 
ricane that caused slight injuries 
to 20 persons, sank small vessels in 
the harbor and led to widespread 
looting. 

Soldiers ended the robberies by 
killing two looters. At the height 
of the storm one trooper and one 
sailor were killed and one civilian 
wounded by snipers who fired on 
them. while they tried to disperse 
thieves. 

Col. Fulgencio Batista, chief of 
the army, and American Ambassa- 
dor Sumner Welles conferred. The 
former assured Welles that the 
lives and rights of officers cap- 
tured Monday in the National Hotel 
battle would be respected. The 
government announced plans for re- 
moving all officers from prisons to 
the Isle of Pines prison. 

All available soldiers were posted 
in the center of Havana under or- 
ders to kill anybody suspected of 
looting. The injured were taken to 
an emergency hospital which, like 
the rest of the city, was without 
electric lights, and physicians oper- 
ated by the tight of kerosene lamps. 
At Santiago ‘ unidentified men 
fired on a camp of student soldiers, 
but no one was hurt.

GOT THREE-YEAR |

Alleges Some of Missing 
Bonds Have Been Re- 
turned to Depositors - 
Ex-Governor Denies This 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
MOUNT VERNON, IIL, Oct. 5.— 


Charging in his petition that he has 
been made the “fall guy or goat,” 
William A. Wilkerson, former as- 
sistant cashier of the closed Third 
National Bank of Mount Vernon, 


has filed suit to recover $20,775 
which he alleges was paid in resti- 
tution for shortages in a bond ac- 
count with which he was charged. 
As defendants he names, former 
Gov. Louis L. Emmerson, president 
of the bank; Rufus Grant, former 
cashier and vice-president; and the 
bank itself. 
Wilkerson alleges he did not 
cause the irregularities or have 
knowledge of the missing bonds, 
which belonged to eight depositors 
of the bank and had a par value 
of $21,100. Restitution of the ioss 
on the bonds was made by his 
brother, Walter, the petition alleg- 
es, during 1929, after William Wil- 
kerson had “severed relations” with 
the bank and was ill in another 
city. 
His brother paid the bank $20,- 
775 “with the understanding no ef- 
fort would be made to indict him 
with any criminal charge,” Wilker- 
son alleges, “but an indictment 
was made on another charge”

Its figures showed, a statement 
by the board said, that while the 
total purchasing power of the in- 
dustrial wage-earning population 
increased in August because of an 
increase of 8.6 per cent in the num- 
ber of employed workers, the pur-

ENDED, JOHNSON SAYS 


Urges Mayors to Issue Procla- 
mations Calling for Buy 
Now Campaign, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—A decla- 


ration that the “flat wallet era” is 


ended was made by ‘Hugh 8. John- 
gon, NRA director, in a letter made 
public yesterday urging leading 
manufacturers and advertisers to 
participate actively in the “now is 
the time to buy” campaign starting 
next week. 

Presenting statistics to show 
mounting employment and payrolls, 
the administrator added that “we 
believe the opportune moment is 
at hand for American industry to 
bend every effort toward increased 
sales.” 

Johnson’s letter to manufacturers 
said in part: 

“American industry must help the 
public to find the goods it needs. 
The modern method is advertising. 
The American public looks to ad- 
vertising for news of good merchan- 
dise and good values. 

“In order to increase sales at the 
present moment, we believe tnat 
two courses of action are absolutely 
essential. They are: First, give the 
public attractive, up to date mer- 
chandise, fairly priced, and second, 
aggressively promote your products 
to the public.” 

Advertising is the chief instru- 
ment the administration has chosen 
to push the buyin; campaign. 

Buying Proclamations, 

All local NRA committees have 
been asked to obtain either a proc- 
lamation from the Mayor or a state- 
ment signed by outstanding citizens 
setting aside the next three months 
as “a time during which all the re- 
sources, patriotism and co-operative 
spirit of your community be mobil- 
ized to translate into permanence 
the progress already made in the 
NRA blue eagle paign and t» 
make a further advance on the road 
back to prosperity.” 

In the statement quoting John- 
son’s letter, the NRA said payrolls 
increased 40 per cent in August and 
car loadings were up 23 per cent, as 
compared with the month last year. 
Ingot production of steel was 245 
per cent higher. Factory employ- 
ment was up 24 per cent from Aug- 
ust, 1932, and business failures de- 
creased 47 per cent, according to the 
recovery administration. 

“Millions of men and women, who 
were without income for long pe- 
riods, have been restored to the pay- 
roll during the last few months, and 
the huge new purchasing power 
creates new demands,” the state- 
ment asserted, quoting Johnson as 
saying that the negative frame of 
mind of the purchasing public has 
definitely changed. 

Consumer Protection. 

The consumers’ advisory board in 
a statement said: 

“Emphasis is placed on the fact 
that the major aim of the board— 
Consumer protection against unrea- 
sonable prices and lowered quality 
of goods—lies at the heart of the 
whole recovery program. NRA is 
putting nore money into pay envel- 
opes so that the public can buy 
more goods and stimulate business. 
The consumers board functions at 
this point in an effort to see that 
the public impetus to buy is not 
halted by prices which might run 
away from ability to pay. 

“The board expands the common 
conception of the consumer as the 
last buyer and user of goods into a 
working rule that the consumer is 
the buyer at every stage, whether it 
be a producer buying raw material, 
a jobber buying finished goods or a 
suburbanite buying a lawn mower. 
This conception, the board holds, is 
necessary to watching the buying 
process at.points before the product, 
gets into the retail market, in or- 
der to check possible pyramiding of 
profits all along the line.”

‘‘Conspirator” With Cap- 
italism and Communism 
Against ‘“‘True Democ- 


racy.” 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—A denun- 


-leiation of Adolf Hitler as a “con- 


spirator” with capitalism and com- 
munism against “true democracy” 


-| was made before the American Fed- 


eration of Labor convention today 
by James Rowan, representing the 


‘| British Trades Union Conference. 


Rowan said “almost at the mo- 
ment when your President was be- 
ginning your bold movement, which 
we are watching with great sym- 
pathy, another was starting in Eu- 
rope.” 

“It was a movement to destroy 
the institutions of free citizenship, 
and it already has engulfed a good 
portion of Europe,” Rowan said. 

Recalling the German trade 
unions had 8,000,000 members before 
Hitler became Chancellor, Rowan 
said they had been wiped out over- 
night “as if their movement had 


|} been a feeble, struggling thing.” 


Just before Rowan spoke, the 
convention indicated once more it 
would request unconditional par- 
dons for Thomas J. Mooney and 
Warren K. Billings, imprisoned for 
alleged participation in the bomb- 
ing during a 1916 San Francisco 
preparedness parade. The conven- 
tion gave unanimous consent for the 
introduction of a resolution to this 
effect by the California State Feder- 
ation of Labor. 

“Plot to Regain Power.” 

“In Germany,” Rowan told the 
convention, “it is a well planned 
conspiracy on the part of former 
leaders to regain the power they 
lost when they lost the World War. 

“Hitler’s movement has been sup- 
plied money by the big industrial- 
ists ” 


Some of it has been contributed 
directly, he asserted, while more 
has been given to Hitler’s agents in 
Switzerland and France. 

He quoted a statement from a 


' book by Albert Einstein to the ef- 


fect that ‘your own Henry Ford 
contributed to Hitler.” 

“This, I am aware, has been de- 
nied,” Rowan said, adding that 
nevertheless it was impossible to 
“ignore the fact that capitalists and 
monarchists have joined Hitler.” 
Communist Russia, the British 
delegate said, professes to object to 
Nazi policies but as yet has done 
nothing to prove that expressed at- 
titude. 

Code Revision Sought. 

Formal requests from the con- 
vention for greater speed in the 
expenditure of public works money 
and for revision of NRA codes to 
assure shorter hours and higher 
pay were forcesast today by men 
influential in Federation affairs. 

They were interpreting Secretary 
of Labor Perkins’ statement to the 
convention yesterday that “we can- 
not stop with the present minimum 
wages and maximum hours of la— 
bor” as indicating that the admin- 
istration will at least be friendly 
toward attempts to change recovery 
codes. 

In fact, the Resolutions Commit- 
tee, which has contro] of most of 
the important problems submitted 
to the convention, took such en- 
couragement from Miss Perkins’ 
speech that it went into executive 
session almost immediately to dis- 
cuss the proposition. 

Final Decision Not Made. 

Lasting until nearly midnight, the 
meeting ended without a final de- 
cision, but committee members said 
they would uphold the Federation’s 
Executive Council in its position 
that recovery depends on “much 
greater reductions in work hours 
and: very much higher standards 
for minimum wages.” 

“Elementary reasoning supports 
our position,” said Charles P. How- 
ard, president of the International 
Typographical Union and a member 
of the Resolutions Committee. 
“Only 3,000,000 new jobs have been 
created since NRA. That isn’t 
enough.” 

The convention expected to hear 
Hugh 8S. Johnson, Industrial Ad- 
ministrator, and United States Sen- 
ator Robert F. Wagner, chairman 
of the National Labor Board, hefore 
acting on the resolution requesting 
a general code revision. Leaders 
hoped Johnson would concede there 
must be changes, and predicted 
that Senator Wagner would. 

Address by Miss Perkins. 

Secretary Perkins in her address 
said, “we must go on with a unt- 
fied purpose to an ever improving 
standard of living and assurance 
of economic security for all our 
people and sufficient leisure to en- 
able us to enjoy the blessings which 
our resources and our equipment 
can make available to all of us.” 

Asserting “the voluntary organi 
zation of labor for mutual help, 
strength and experience will prove 
under able leadership to be a bless- 
ing,” Miss Perkins disclosed for the 
first time that a division of labor 
service and labor standards was to 
be established in the Department 
of Labor with the approval of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

“The Department of Labor stands 
ready to carry its responsibilities in 
enlarging the opportunities for la- 
bor to enjoy a fair share of the 
hoped for nationa] well-being,” she 
said. “Not only must it make em- 
ployers aware of the necessity for

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- STEEL BIOS SOUGHT 
FOR 4T RAILROADS 


Co-Ordinator Notifies Mills 
Carriers Can Use 844,- 
000 Tons of Rails. 


"By the Associated Press. 


"” WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—The ad- 
‘ministration has asked four steel 
companies to submit bids on 844,- 
525 tonz of steel rails for 47 rail- 
roads. 

Later, bids will be asked of a 
large number of companies on 245,- 
221 tons of steel fastenings with 
which the rails would be held to- 
gether after they have been laid. 

The railroads informed Joseph B. 
Eastman, co-ordinator of transpor- 
tation, they would need a total of 
1,089,746 tons of steel. The admin- 
istration plan is to lend the carriers 
$25,000,000 or more from public 
works funds with which to make 
the purchases. 
To carry out the plan, which 
would supply work for men in steel 
mills and on the railroads the trade 
practice provision of the steel code 
relating to base prices were sus- 
pended so the companies might 
compete. 

After the bids are in they will be 


«made public and the lowest will be 


taken as the base price at which the 
steel will be purchased. The bids 
are for rails of 60 pounds per yard 
or over. | 

Pennsylvania’s Plan. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad, which 
wants 100,000 tons of rails and 30,- 
000 tons of fastenings, told the co- 
ordinator it will place its own or- 
ders and did not ask for a price re- 
duction. Some roads are seeking a 
reduction from the present base 
price of $40 a ton, while others con- 
templating important orders made a 
condition that the price shall not 
exceed $35 a ton. 

The needs of the carriers were 
made known today when Hastman 
gave out a letter he wrote to Myron 
C. Taylor, chairman of the United 
States Steel Corporation; Eugene F. 
Grace, president of the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation; L. E. Block, 
chairman of the Inland Steel Co., 
and Arthur Roeder, receiver for 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co. 

These four concerns are the only 
ones manufacturing rails of 60 
pounds per yard or over. The most 
important bids will be on rails of 
112 and 131 pound weights. 

Letter to Steel Men. 

“At the present time,” Eastman 
wrote the steel men, “I am not ask- 
ing for prices on fastenings, be- 
cause it is my understanding that 
whereas only the four companies 
which I am now addressing or sub- 
sidiaries thereof, manufacture stand- 
ard tee rails of more than 60 pounds 
per yard, rail fastenings are sold 
by numerous concerns. Inasmuch 
as there are some uncertainties 
* © * with respect to the purchase 
of rails, it has seemed advisable 
to leave the matter of fastenings 
in abeyance until the rail question 
has been determined. Thereafter 
all concerns selling fastenings will 
be given an opportunity to submit 
prices therefor.” 

Eastman pointed out that at the 
president’s conference with the 
steel men it was agreed all bids 
were to be made without consulta- 
tion and to be kept secret until 
all are in. 

Among the requirements of rail- 
roads made public by Eastman were 
Missouri Pacific and subsidiaries, 
25,000 tons of rails and 7500 of fast- 
enings; Frisco, 26,000 and 7800; Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas, 4500 and 1350; 
Wabash, 10,000 and 3000; Baltimore 
& Ohio and subsidiaries, 50,000 and | 
15,000; Burlington, 25,000 and 3000; 
Louisville & Nashville, 25,000 and 
7500; Rock Island, 20,000 and 6000; 
Illinois Central, 20,000 and 6000, and 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis, 
3490 and 1047. 


STRIKE OF 650 AIR PILOTS 
CALLED FOR TODAY AVERTED 


Flyers and Transport Companies 
Agree to Accept Decision by Na- 
tional Labor Board. 

By the Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5. — A 
strike of about 650 commercial air 
pilots, threatened for today, was 
averted at a conference yesterday 
of flyers and transport company 
officials, with Chairman Wagner of 
the National Labor Board. 

The strike was planned in protest 
against a new wage scale that be- 
came efféctive Oct. 1 and which 
the flyers contended would have 
meant a reduction in wages. The 
transport officials and the flyers’ 
representatives accepted a proposal 
by Wagner for an investigation by 
a fact-finding committee and a de- 
cision by the board which would 
be retroactive to Oct. 1. 

The committee, which will con- 
sist of one representative each of 
the pilots and employers and one 
impartial member, will report to 
the Labor Board within three 
weeks, after which a final hearing 
will be held by the board. Wag- 
ner said both sides had agreed to 
accept the board’s decision.

5.—Installation of a “death ray” 
machine in the French Guiana pen- 
al colony at Cayenne gave hard- 
ened long-termers a few anxious 
moments, until they learned its de- 
structive rays were to be directed 
at mosquitoes. 

Authorities determined recently 
to install the machine to assist in 
the eradication of malaria among 
the prisoners. Tests carried out in 
France showed it capable of killing 
millions of disease-carrying mos- 
quitoes in a 10-mile radius.

WILLIAM VEECK, 
PRESIDENT OF 
CHICAGO CUBS, 
DIES, AGED 92

CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—William Veeck, 
president of the Chicago National 
League baseball club, died at 7:45 
a. m. today at St. Luke’s Hospital, 
where he had been suffering from 
leucemia, an excess of white cor- 
puscles in the blood. 

Sharp repertorial wit, backed by 
a keen sense of criticism, were fac- 
tors in Veeck’s promotion from the 
press box to the presidency of the

VEECK idols of Chicago, 
and the Cubs were regarded as just 
another ball club despite a National 
League pennant during that war- 
torn year, “Bill” Veeck got his 
chance. A baseball writer under 
the name of “Bill Bailey” for the 
Chicago American, he had written 
a series of articles, criticising the 
team and making suggestions for 
its improvement. 

The late William Wrigley Jr., who 
had just purchased a controlling in- 
terest in the team, read the arti- 
cles and called Veeck into his of- 
fice. 

“If you think you can do any bet- 
ter, then why don’t you try it?” he 
asked. 

“All right, I will,” shot back the 
baseball writer. 

And he did. At Owner Wrigley’s 
request, he became vice-president 
of the Cubs on Dec. 8, 1918, second 
in command to Fred Mitchell, who 
was named President in addition to 
active managership on the playing 
field. On July 6, 1919, Mitchell sur- 
rendered the presidency to Veeck. 

Veeck convinced Wrigley of the 
value of advertising. He suggested 
Ladies’ days, which draw 20,000 
women weekly to the North Side 
|park, and he suggested the pur- 
chases of several players despite 
price tags that made the Cub board 
of directors gasp. New ideas were 
with him to the end. Toward the 
close of the 1933 season, he came 
out with the proposal] that the Na- 
tional and American League clubs 
play interleague series during their 
regular championship seasons. 

‘Veeck brought Joe McCarthy to 
the Cubs as manager and fought 
for his retention and against the 
elevation of Rogers Hornsby from 
player to manager. Veeck braved 
the criticism of fans and writers in 
dismissing Hornsby as manager in 
1932, and gave Charlie Grimm the 
job. Veeck also convinced Wrigley 
that Rogers Hornsby was worth 
$250,000 in cash and players back 
in 1929, 

Born in Indiana, 

Son of a wagon builder and cab- 
inet maker, he was born in Boon- 
ville, Ind., in 1881. He assisted his 
father for a time, grew tired of the 
business and started out as a 
printer’s devil on the Boonville 
Standard. After trying his luck at 
selling photographs on the road, he 
loafed around the offices of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal so long, 
begging for a job, that the city 
editor finally gave him a chance. 
He made good there, married Grace 
de Forest, a boyhood sweetheart, 
and eventually came to Chicago.

World Series Myths. 


ORE than one world series 
myth, based on records, has 
been exploded. 

For years it was deemed impos- 
sible to win the world series in 
four games. Once the Cubs al- 
most did it against Detroit; but 
Wild Bill Donovan pitched a tie 
game and ruined the complete- 
ness of the feat. 

It was not until 1914 that the 
astounding Braves upset all pre- 
dictions by beating the world 
champion Athletics four in a row. 

Because it did not happen again 
in years—the nearest being the 
Giants’ victory in five games, one 
a tie, over the Yankees, in 1922, 
it was thought unlikely the feat 
could be repeated. 

But just to thoroughly refute 
this idea, the Yankees beat Pitts- 
burgh in four games, in 1927, re- 
peated the trick against the Cards 
in 1928 and slammed the Cubs 
four successive times in 1932. 

Perhaps the myth that the win- 
ner of the first two games of a 
world series is unbeatable will be 
exploded just as decisively, and 
nobody would like to start the 
explosion more keenly that Jo- 
seph Cronin.

Worse still, although there were 
16 different leagues in Organized 
Baseball this year, there were 
probably six different kinds of 
baseballs used and as many ma- 
jor differences in playing condi- 
tions. 

On all points of play, it would 
seem that one of the first steps 
to be taken would be to standard- 
ize all playing rules and equip- 
ment. 

But the baseball leaders can’t get 
together. Not as long as a minor 
league club can make a player 
look better in figures, will it con- 
sent to standardize baseballs and 
equipment.

ESPITE the fact that the

Text of Roosevelt’s Address 
On Recovery and Relief Needs 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORE, Oct. 5. 


OLLOWING is the tezt of Presi- 

dent Roosevelt's address before 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Charities last night: 


In the midst of problems of ma- 
terial things—in the machine age of 
invention, of finance, of interna- 


tional suspicion and renewed arma- 
ment—every one of us must gain 
satisfaction and strength in the 
knowledge that social justice is pe- 
coming an ever-growing factor and 
influence in almost every part of 
the world. With every passing ycar 
I become more confident that hu- 
manity is moving forward to the 
practical application of the teach- 
ings of Christianity as they affect 
the individual lives of men and 
women. 

It is fitting that this annual Na- 
tional Conference of Catholic Char- 
ities should celebrate also the cen- 
tennial of the Society of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul. 

Tested by Works. 

I like to remember the taunt of 
atheists and enemies of the Chris- 
tian religion in the Paris of 1833, 
when they demanded of the church- 
es, “Show us your works.” I like to 
think of the acceptance of that 
challenge and the decision to show 
that Christianity was not dead, and 
that the deeds of Christians were 
in accordance with their faith. 

When I realize that this one so- 
ciety, last year, in their task of 
visitation and relief of the poor in 
their own homes, in hospitals and 
institutions, aided more than. 150,- 
000 families; and that other great 
organizations of men and women 
connected with all the churches in 
all the land are working with sim- 
ilar unselfishness for the allevia- 
tion of human suffering and the 
righting of human wrong, I am 
confirmed in my deep belief that 
God is marching on.

From the point of view of 
the fixing of responsibilities, the 
prevention of overlapping and of 
waste, and the co-ordination of ef- 
forts, we are making enormous 
strides with every passing day. But 
back of the co-operative leadership 
which is showing itself in every 
part of the country, there are two 
other vital reasons for the main- 
tenance of the efforts of the 
churches and other non-govern- 
mental groups. 


The first of these is that much 
as we strive for the broad prin” 
ciples of social justice, the actual 
application of these principles ‘is 
of necessity an individual thing— 
a thing which touches individual 
lives and individual families. No 
governmental organization in all 
history has been able to keep the 
human touch to the same extent as 
church and private effort. Gov- 
ernment can do many things better 
than private associations or citi- 
zens, but in the last analysis suc- 
cess in personal matters depends 
on the personal contact between 
neighbor and neighbor. 


Spiritual Values Highest. 


The other reason lies in the fact 
that the people of the United States 
still recognize, and, I believe, recog- 
nize with firmer faith than ever 
before, that spiritual values count 
in the long run more than material 
values. Those who have sought 
by edict to eliminate the right of 
mankind to believe in God and to 
| practice that belief have, in every 
case, discovered sooner or later that 
they are tilting in vain against an 
inherent, essential, undying quality, 
and indeed necessity, of the human 
race—a quality and a necessity 
which in every century have proved 
an essential to permanent progress. 

‘Clear thinking and earnest effort 
and sincere faith will result in 
thorough going support throughout 
the whole nation for efforts such 
as yours.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Rejec- 


tion of the proposed sugar stabiliza- 
tion agreement in its present form 
will be recommended to President 
Roosevelt by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace. 

This was indicated definitely yes- 
terday as Wallace continued an in- 
tensive study of the pact which 
would fix quotas to be supplied to 
the American market from each of 
the principal producing areas. These 
include domestic beet and cane, the 
Philippines, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
Cuba and the Virgin Islands. 

It was reported that Wallace 
thought the sugar agreement would 
result in a heavy increase in the 
cost of the commodity to American 
consumers without commensurate 
increases to producers in this coun- 
try, the insular possessions and 
Cuba. 

It was understood that an’ alter- 
nate set of proposals, modifying the 
present pact, had been prepared and 
might be presented by Wallace, but 
it was possible, in view of the long 
and fruitless negotiations, that all 
efforts toward an agreement might 
be dropped by the Farm Adminis- 
tration. 

Two Weeks’ Intensive Study. 

The sugar stabilization agreement 
has been before the se¢retary for 
about two weeks and during that 
time an intensive study of it has 
been made by experts. It is on, their 
report and studies of his own that 
Wallace has reached his conclu- 
sions. 

The formula provided in the 
agreement for arriving at the price 
to be paid for sugar in America has 
been subjected to severe criticism. 
Estimates have been made that it 
would raise the cost of sugar to do- 
mestic consumers by $40,000,000 or 
more annually. 

The method for arriving at the 
price to be paid for domestically 
consumed sugar is complicated. In 
brief, the New York raw sugar price 
would be the ‘world price, the base 
for arriving at the latter being the 
London raw sugar market price. 
Allowances, however, would be 
made for insurance, freight and 
other costs between London and 
the United States. The result prob- 
ably would be an increase of about 
one-fourth cent a pound over the 
London price. The current rate of 
exchange would be taken into ac- 
count in the calculations. 

Four Months’ Work on Pact. 

The sugar pact, the product of 
more than four months of delibera- 
tion and argument, was taken to 
Secretary Wallace by Dr. John Lee 
Coulter of the Tariff Commission. 
The latter was designated to work 
out an accord among the various 
groups. The agreement, officials 
said, had been approved by repre- 
sentatives of all the interests in- 
volved except Cuba. 

The expectation among domestic 
sugar interests was that Wallace 
would approve the agreement with- 
out delay, but it soon became ap- 
parent that he would sign it only 
after a critical study—if then. 

Most of the controversy during 
the drafting of the agreement cen- 
tered in quota allotments to the 
various producing interests. The 
first hearing on the pact ended in 
confusion because of quarrels over 
quotas. A second hearing was held, 
but reconciliation of divergent 
views seemed impossible unless fur- 
ther . revision were undertaken. 
President Roosevelt, himself, told 
Coulter to see if a compromise 
could not be reached. 

The Stipulated Quotas.

Coroner’s Jury Reports in Case of 
Mrs. A. M. Williamson at

BATH, England, Oct. 5.—A Cor- 
oner’s jury today returned a ver- 
dict that Mrs. A. M. Williamson, 
Virginia-born novelist, who was 
found dying in a hotel here'Sept. 
23, succumbed to poison admin- 
istered accidentally by herself. 

A physician who failed in an at- 
tempt to revive Mrs. Williamson, 
widow of the noted British, novelist 
and collaborator in his ,work, said 


'she apparently had taken an over- 


dose of sleeping potion. “He pointed 
out’ that because she was a small 
woman, had had no food for a long 
time and was suffering from heart 
disease, a comparatively small dose 
could cause death. 

H. C. Hillier, representing the 
executor of the estate, said the 
fact that she was found wearing 
“an anti-double chin bandage 
seemed to indicate that she was 
expecting to get up again.” 

Harry Robinson, executor, con- 
firmed tsetimony that most of her 
property was in Los Angeles and 
other parts of California. He also 
testifed that “a tremendous num- 
ber of manuscripts were found 
among her effects.

_ Contradictory German statements on the Jewish 
situation continue, this time before the League of Na- 
tions Political Committee. It is common knowledge 
that Jews in Germany are the subject of discriming- 
tion and worse at the Government's hands; that they 
are considered a special class of non-Aryan outcasts, 
barred from public office, deprived of educational 
privileges, socially ostracised, handicapped in busi-. 
ness and professional activities, Yet Dr. Friedrich 
von Keller, the German delegate, denies that the Jews 
can properly be termed a minority group, and urges 
the committee to avoid a debate on the subject. 

The Jewish problem is a special one of race, Von 
Keller adds, and cannot properly be considered by 
the committee. Yet, in the German-Poljsh conven- 
tion of 1922, Germany pledged “full and complete 
protection of life and liberty to all inhabitants of 
Germany, without distinction of birth, nationality, 
language, race or religion.” At a previous League 
session, Von Keller pledged that his Government 
would countenance no violations of this section, but 


now he takes a different course. Perhaps it is an

In 1899, the value of goods produced in the United 
States was $11,406,927,000. The wage bill was $2,803,- 
361,000. That is, labor got 17.5 per cent of the value 
of its product. By 1929, the value of goods had risen 
to $69,417,516,000, wages to $11,421,631,000. The per- 
centage of wages to the value of goods in 1929 was 
therefore 16.5, or 1 per cent less than it had been in 
1899. In the words of President Green of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, between 1919 and 1929 the 
productivity of industry in the United States in- 
creased 50 per cent, while the real wages paid work: 
ers increased only 27.5 per cent. 

Mr. Green challenged any economist to tell him 
then how the country can continue upon such a ratio 
and still consume the products of industry. None 
could do so, nor can our correspondent do so. 
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LOOKERS-ON IN VIENNA. 

It is worth while for the baseball fans in St. Louis, 
after striving in the cockpit of several world series, 
to essay the quiet and unfevered role of lookers-on in 
Vienna. 

In the last nine years, St. Louis has been in four 
world series. In 1926, the Cardinals won the cham- 
pionship from the Yankees. There is no tale in the 
epics of Homer surpassing the story of that series. 
As long as basebal! heroes are sung, the name of Alex- 
ander the Great will be intoned. 

In 1928, the Cardinals played the Yankees again. 
They lost that time. The magic of Doctors Rickey 
and Breadon, the black brew mixed in 20 bush league 
cauldrons, had lost its efficacy. It also failed us 
in 1930, when the Cardinals lost the championship to 
the Athletics. 

In 1931, we went through a series of the sort that 
tries men’s souls. Thanks to Pepper Martin, the 
Wild Horse of the Osage, we managed to stand up 
in the series when the country considered us cover- 
matched. The final game, in which we won the cham- 
pionship, was the way to the madhouse. It was not 
over until the last man was out. We gave the enemy 
the last ounce of everything we had, all the Bill Hal- 
lahan, all the Burleigh Grimes, all the George Wat- 
kins. We have never been the same since. Nor, 
for that matter, have the Athletics and Philadelphia. 

It is said that Napoleon, in exile upon St. Helena, 
would sometimes sit for hours quietly watching the 
sea. The fires that had burned at Austerlitz and Wa- 
terloo were cold. The great spirit which had moved 
millions in such waves of emotion as history has sel- 
dom seen was spent and quelled.

Thé@ last session of Congress appropriated 
$500,000,000 for unemployment relief. The 
bill provides that $250,000,000 of this fund 
shall be used to reimburse the states for one- 
third of the amount expended by ithe state, 
and its civil subdivisions, out of public 


moneys from all sources for unemployment 


relief. 

This provision covers what is known ag 
the “matching” method. The Federal Gov- 
ernment reimburses the state with one Fed- 
eral dollar for every three of expenditure 
that the state and its civil subdivisions have 
made out of public money for unemploy- 
ment relief in a preceding quarter. 

The “matching” money is only half of the 
fund. There is a second $250,000,000, known 
as “discretionary” money. In the relation- 
ship set up by the act, there is something 
that those who are involved in the problem 
of unemployment relief can get their teeth 
into. And every time a state or Federal leg- 
islator or executive bites into it, he will hit 
the stipulation of co-operation. 

* * a 

On the “matching” basis, it is clear that 
the state must have put out some money 
before it gets any in return. The Federal 
money that the states got from the R. F. C., 
under the act of 1932, can be counted as state 
money when the one-third is computed. But 
under the flew act, money must have been 
spent within the state for relief before the 


Emergency Relief Administrator can make — 


a reimbursing grant. In other words, co- 
operation must have been given in advance 
by the state. | 

Under the “discretionary” fund, the state 
must satisfy the administrator that neither 
it nor its political subdivisions can provide 
enough to pay the cost of its relief needs be- 
fore it is eligible for additional Federal help. 

The crux of the co-operative relationship 
is the “discretionary” fund. Some states 
have already shown that they intend to co- 
operate by carrying a fair share of their re- 
lief costs. Illinois and Michigan have started 
to raise funds especially earmarked for un- 
employment relief. In other states, taxation 
or borrowing proposals are pending. 

I am greatly encouraged hy such action. 1 
am beginning to believe that there is not a 
state that cannot do something in the way 
of raising funds which will bring it into 
the relationship of co-operation with the 
Emergency Relief Administration. 

The administration recently collected some 
figures to see what proportion of the pub- 
lic relief load the Federal, state and local 
governments were carrying. These figures 
show that Federal funds paid 72.7 per cent of 
public relief expenditures, local government 
funds paid 20.8 per cent and state funds paid 
6.5 per cent. The amount carried by private 
funds, raised by such agencies as unity 
chests, was 7 per cent of the total as 
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But even more serious at present is the 
fact that, during the entire period of the 
depression, state governments as a whvle 
have not been paying a fair share of their 
burden, It has long been recognized in prin- 
ciple that when a man loses a job he must 
first care for himself out of his own re- 
sources, then relatives and neighbors should 
help. When these are exhausted, and he is 
honestly an unemployment relief case, it is 
first the responsibility of his local coin- 
munity to provide him the essentials of ex- 
istence, then the county, then the state, and 
when all these are not sufficient to meet the 
aggregate needs of the unemployed, the Fed- 
eral Government should step in with help. 

In some states, this logical sequence of 
responsibility has been fulfilled by all con- 
cerned. Cities, counties and states have done 
their share in many instances, and have 
done it well. ‘The facts are, however, that 
some states have simply sat down and let 
the Federal Government carry 100 per cent 
of their problem, and others have not done 
anything like meeting their responsibility 
to the full extent of their ability. : 

It is not my intention to lay out a course 
of legislative action for states. The things 
that can be done in the several states ob- 
viously vary widely. Some states have gone 
into this thoroughly. New taxes, diversion 
of existing taxes to relief, and bonds have 


| been the main sources of revenue. 


This brings us to a real question. We see 
numerous instances in which states have 
been providing funds for a good many put- 
poses all during the depression, showing that 
all sources of revenue have not dried up. 

In spite of the continuing appropriations 
for other expenses, some states pleud that 
they have no funds to feed their hungry peo- 


ple. I believe there are & good many sources. 


It 
is not the intention of the Relief Adminis- 
tration to finance relief in states where this 
is true. 

The carrying on of unemployment relief 
work, supplying, as it does, the necessities of 
life to close to 400,000 families and almost

faces this vital duty with a great deal of hu- 
mility and a firm determination to admin- 
ister it in a business-like way. We balance

ORE than 1200 guests, the 
M largest number ever to attend 

a Veiled Prophet Queen’s sup- 
per, assembled last night at Hotel 
Jefferson immediately after the 
ball to celebrate with his Mystic 
Majesty’s newest Queen of Love 
and Beauty, Miss Jane Alva John- 
son. 

So great was the crowd that spe- 
cial guards were detailed at the 
entrances of the hotel] to prevent 
uninvited guests from gaining ad- 
mission to the mezzanine floor, all 
of which was reserved for the par- 
ty. The hundred tables available 
in the Gold Room, the center of 
the festivities, were reserved the 
same day the invitations were re- 
ceived. Since then additional seat- 
ing space had been demanded until 
tables filled the balcony and the 
adjacent Crystal Room, and, when 
finally it was announced that no 
more reservations would be ac- 
cepted, many were willing and 
even asked to be seated in the 
mezzanine corridors—requests that 
were denied. 

The decorations for the party 
have never been so elaborate. The 
Gold Room ‘itself was completely 
re-gilded and re-decorated for the 
occasion. Balcony railings bore 
the shield insignia of the Veiled 
Prophet in glittering letters, an- 
chored by garlands of smilax. Sil- 
ver flowers and leaves in the 
niches of the balcony corners, a 
new decorative note in the room, 
added color as red light was re- 
flected on them. The flowers 
were, as usual, chosen to empha- 
size the Prophet’s colors of purple 
and gold. Table decorations were 
purple asters and souvenir roses 
arrange? in attractive golden 
epergnes attached to tall gilded 
candelabra containing yellow ta- 
pers.

A silver 
backdrop silhouetted the figures of 
the diners, all of whom faced the 
room, and the table covering was 
silver net, which hung to the floor 
festooned with smilax studded 
with yellow roses. An enormous 
crown, fashioned entirely of gold 
colored pompon chrysanthemums, 
Was suspended over her majesty’s 
head, and the full length of the 
table was ornamented with & low 
arrangement of asters and roses. 


The guests crrived early, prefer- 
ring perhaps the comparative com- 
fort of a dining salon to the crowd- 
ed dance floor of the Coliseum. In 
fact, many did not attend the ball, 
but awaited the second appearance 
of the Queen at the supper rather 
than look vainly over the shoulders 
of the more fortunate in an attempt 
to view the coronation.

FARM CREDIT HEAD 
RAISES LOAN RATE 
T0 CO - OPERATIVE 


Arranges for Re-Financing 
of Debt of Grain Corpora- 
tion and Curtails Its Func- 


tions.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Inter- 
est rates to the Farmers’ National 
Grain Corporation of Chicago were 
boosted yesterday, an appraisal of 
its properties ordered, and its func- 
tions trimmed, under a program 
laid down by the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration. 

The program was a complete re- 
versal of policy from that of the 
now extinct Farm Board toward 
the corporation, which was created 
as the super-co-operative for grain 
marketing in 1930. 

Gov. Henry Morgenthau Jr. of 
the Farm Credit Administration 
said that under a refinancing ar- 
rangement with the corporation, its 
debt of $15,312,000 to the board with 
interest at one-eighth of 1 per cent, 
will be divided into two parts with 
interest at 4 and 4% per cent. 

The first part, $6,962,000, repre- 
sents money the corporation ad- 
vanced for purchases and construc- 
tion of country elevators and other 
loans to member associations. These 
loans will be taken over from the 
corporation and refinanced through 
regional banks for co-operatives, 
now being established in the 12 
Federal Land Bank cities. The in- 
terest rate will be 4% per cent, 
and. appraisals of the properties 
will be made. 

The function of the corporation 
in making loans to member aseso- 
ciations other than loans for grain 
purchases or operating capital will 
be suspended. 

The rest of the amount owed by 
the corporation, about $8,349,000, 
will be refinanced for a 10-year pe- 
riod with interest at 4 per cent 
through the central bank for co- 
operatives here. This amount is rep- 
resented by loans made by the Farm 
Board oon properties, exchange 
memberships, terminal facilities and 
operating capital of the corpora- 
tion. An appraisal will be made of 
these properties. 

The corporation’s own appraisal, 
Morgenthau said, lists its property, 
the Hall-Baker Grain Co., Kansas 
City, as worth $3,377,022; it’s mem- 
berships on grain exchanges at 
$147,143; it’s terminal facilities at 
Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
other cities at $2,393,545, and cure 
rent assets $5,917,000. 

Morgenthau said he expected ap-

be less t han the outstanding in- 
debtedness. In such cases the 
new loans would be reduced to ap- 
praisal limits, but he added:

Trying to Trace Disease. 

Although the epidemic is rapidly 
passing, the quest for its cause is 
actually expanding in the hands of 
university, Army and United States 
Public Health Service scientists. 
Human experiments to test the pos- 
sibility of mosquito transmission, 
considered remote, have reached 
the twentieth day here and the 
eighth day in the Mississippi State 
Prison with no positive indications. 

While that work goes on, Wash- 
ington University and Public Health 
Service experts continue the effort 
to establish a laboratory check on 
the more generally credited hypoth- 
esis that the disease is spread by 
contact, through the nose and 
throat. 

That project has recognized diffi- 
culties, since such material for ani- 
mal inoculation must be filtered to 
eliminate chance inféction by germs 
commonly present in the nose and 
throat of a well person. While the 
disease seems to have been estab- 
lished here in laboratory monkeys, 
it was accomplished by less restrict- 
ed means.of inoculation, and has 
never been done elsewhere.

St. Louis Doctor Expects 
From Sleeping Sickness Study. 
By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 5.—Dr. 


David P. Barr, professor of medi- 
cine at Washington University, St. 
Louis, predicted last night “there 
may be very interesting and pos- 
sibly definite results” growing out 
of the study of the encephalitis epi- 
demic at St. Louis which caused 
more than 185 deaths. 

In an address before the South- 
west Clinic, in which he said the 
epidemic had “definitely subsided,” 
Dr. Barr emphasized the fact the 
disease broke out during a long, hot 
dry summer. 

“The month of June was extra- 
ordinarily dry and the average rain- 
fall.for the months of June, July 
and August created drouth condi- 
tions,” he said. “Mosquitoes were 
particularly numerous. The earliest 
case of encephalitis observed in St. 
Louis County in the present epi- 
demic occurred at Pattonville July 
16. With but 10 exceptions, there 
was only one case to a family and 
that approximately 85 per cent of 
the fatalities occurred among per- 
sons more than 40 years old.” 

Dr. Barr said the epidemic re- 
sembled the one which appeared in 
Japan in 1924 after a long, hot

| MACON, Mo. Oct. 5.—Mayor C. 
O. Powell stated at a meeting of 
the Council and Board of Public 
Works that he wuuid not sign the 
proposition to ask the Government 
for $175,000 to rehabilitate and ex- 
tend the service of the municipal 


‘plants until he had a conference 
with business men. 

' Although the Board of Public 
Works had indorsed the applica- 
tion, and the Council had voted 
unanimously to stand hy the action 
of the Board of Public Works, the 
Mayor insisted that the Govern- 
ment would not grant the applica- 
tion until it was signed by the 
Mayor. He said the city already 
owed $214,000, and that to pile 
$175,000 on top of that would re- 
quire some consideration. 

There were some who insisted 
that the Board’ of Public Works 
was the sole arbiter in passing up 
on any question concerning the 
electric light and water plant. 

Tom Hartman, a member of the 
board, said that the unemployment 
situation this winter would be 
greater than it was last year, and 
that it was necessary to be able to 
furnish employment to as many 
men as possible.

Millionaire Urschel.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Oct. 5.— 
George (“Machine Gun”) Kelly and 


his wife, Kathryn, pleaded not 
guilty today to Federal kidnaping 
charges_based on the abduction and 
ransom of Charles F. Urschel, oil 
millionaire. 

Under heavy guard the Kellys 
were moved by automobile from 
the county jail to the Federal 
Building for the arraignment. They 
were returned to the well-fortified 
jail immediately afterward. 

Judge Edgar S. Vaught refused 
pleas of their attorneys for a 24- 
hour delay in the arraignment and 
denied Mrs. Kelly a change of 
venue. 

Trial of the Kellys is set for 
next Monday. 

A Federal grand jury at Dallas in- 
dicted Will Casey and Cassie Earl 
Coleman, Coleman County farmers, 
charged with harboring the Kellys. 
Both cases were ordered tranaferr- 
ed to San Angelo for trial at the 
next term of court. 

Casey and Coleman were arrest-‘ 
ed last week when Federal officers 
raided the latter’s farm southeast of 
Coleman, Tex., and discovered $73,- 
250 of the Urachel ransom money 
buried in a cotton patch. ‘The Gov- 
erenment alleges the buried money 
was Kelly's share of the ransom 
loot, which totaled $200,000. 

Albert Bates, taken in Denver 
about the same time Harvey Bailey 
was captured on the Shannon farm 
near Paradise, Tex., asserts the per- 
son who took his share of the ran- 
som mone~ has been killed since. 


AUTO COMPANIES DEMAND 
STRIKERS RETURN TOMORROW 


Seven Detroit Concerns Threaten to 
Cut Off Those Not Back at Work 
by That Time. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 5.—Major 
employers here in a statement pub- 
lished today demanded that the 
several thousand striking tool and 
die makers return to work by to- 
morrow. The strikers gave no in- 
dication of recognizing the ultima- 
tum. 

The employers’ statement—signed 
by seven automobile companies and 
38 tool and die manufacturers—said 
they would continue to operate un- 
der the terms of NRA automotive 
codes and that “thoge for whom 
‘there is work” will be “deemed as 
having severed all relations with 
their respective companies” unless 
they return by Friday. 

In reply to that, Jay J. Griffen, 
organiser for the Mechanics’ Educa- 
tional Society of America, declared 
the employers have sought to “nu)- 
lify” the codes through exceptions 
and that the automobile comranies 
“do not want to recognize organized 
labor.” Asserting that the work- 
men will “defend our rights to the 
last ditch,” he said that appeals for 
a hearing had been telegraphed to 
President Roosevelt, Seceretary of 
Labor Frances Perkins and Senator 
Robert F. Wagner of New York.

ROBINSON (ARK.) THINKS 
INFLATION ‘DANGEROUS’ 


On Return from Europe He Sug- 
gests Revaluation of Dollar and 
Stabilization.

NEW YORK, Oct. 5. — Senator 
Joseph T. Robinson of Arkansas 
returned from Europe today on-the 
liner Manhattan and issued a warn- 
ing against currency inflation. 

“Currency inflation as commonly 
proposed,” the Democratic floor 
leader said, “is dangerous and is 
likely to do more harm than good 
to the cause of national recovery.” 

The Senator said that while he 
had gone abroad primarily for a 
rest, he had given a good deal of 
time to the study of monetary prob- 
lems. 

“The printing of money, avowedly 
for inflationary purposes, always 
has led to disaster,” he said. “Prob- 
ably the revaluation of the dollar, 
its stabilization and the prudent 
readjustment of price levels will 
afford the necessary expansion of 
purchasing power without further 
impairment of confidence.” 

The Senator said that in spite of 
impediments and difficulties the 
administration of the NRA ap- 
peared to be meeting with a grati- 
fying measure of success.

FEDERAL PLAN TO FED 
CHILDREN OF NEEDY 


New Corporation to Buy Sur- 
pluses, Distribution to Be 
Through Schools. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Distri- 
bution of food to underfed children 
in schools and the eradication of 
malaria in the South were added 
yesterday to the Federal program 
for aiding the destitute. 

This expansion of activities was 
announced by Harry L. Hopkins, 
the Emergency Relief Administra- 
ter, simultaneously with completion 
of details for a new corporation to 
buy up surplus farm products and 
coal and distribute them to the 
needy. 

The Federal Surplus Relief Cor- 
poration will be directed by Hop- 
kins, who will be chairman; Secre- 
tary of Interior Ickes, and Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace. Its 
formation was announced recently 
following a conference between 
President Roosevelt and Hopkins. 

Hopkins yesterday authorized all 
relief administraters to supply one 
meal daily, with plenty of milk, to 
school children now on relief rolls. 

Relief workers were concerned 
over the problem of insuring ade- 
quate food to the children, particu- 
larly the smaller ones. Efforts have 
been made to feed them in their 
homes, but this has not proved sat- 
isfactory. 


Eradication of malaria will be at- 
tempted in co-operation with the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice and state health departments. 
Details will be worked out at a con- 
ference of southern relief workers 
at Richmond. 

Hopkins said the distribution of 
cash to the needy will continue as 
at present, to be supplemented by 
the purchase of surplus agricultural 
products, fuel and clothing. 


“It would do no good to substi- 
tute the surplus buying for that be- 
ing done at present,” he explained. 
“The work of matching state funds 
will continue and the additional 
supplies will be distributed as ex- 
tra assistance to the needy.” 

The crop surpluses are to be paid 
for through assessment of process- 
ing taxes. 


PUBLIC SERVICE BOARD HEAD 
OPPOSES NEW RIVER BRIDGE 


Baxter L. Brown Writes Officials 
Building of Span Would Upset 
City’s Plans. 

Baxter L. Brown, president of the 
Board of Public Service, in a letter 
to Government officials today, de- 
clared the proposed bridge across 
the Mississippi River at Franklin 
avenue would interfere with the 
city’s toll revenue from the Munici- 
pal Bridge and with the proposal to 
make the highway deck of Eads 

Bridge free of toll. 

Brown recited that the Municipal 
Bridge had been free until a nom- 
indat toll was put into effect more 
than a year ago to finance a $44 
600,000 relief bond issue, and point- 
ed out. that the city is under con- 
tract with the Terminal Railroad 
to make the highway deck of Eads 
Bridge free. 

“Free use of the highway deck 
of Eads Bridge would reduce the 
earnings of the proposed Franklin 
avenue bridge and the two bridges 
combined would decrease the tolls 
on the Municipal Bridge, possibly 
resulting in an additional burden 
on the taxpayers in paying off the 
relief bonds,’ Brown wrote. The 
letter also stated that the proposed 
bril@ge would interfere with wharf 
facilities north of Eads Bridge. 

Brown addressed the letter to 
Maj. W. A. Snow, district engineer, 
U. S. Engineers, at whose office in 
the Federal Building, a meeting 
was called this morning for a dis- 
cussion of the project. No one ap- 
peared at the meeting. .Maj. Snow 
said there was no objection to the 
bridge from a navigation  stand- 
point.

This 
is, as you know, a clear-cut slam 
try announcing at least one high 
honor in clubs, the partner’s suit. 
South is quite ready to accept this 
slam try, having a good six-card 
suit which he now assumes to be 
solid, twe aces and a spade honor. 
He shows that he has values out- 
side his clubs by bidding four no 
trumps. North bids five hearts, 
showing a good five-card suit and 
desiring to ascertain whether 
South has heart support as part of 
his acceptance of the slam try. 
South naturally completes the pic- 
ture of his hand by bidding six 


clubs. North took this to seven, 
crediting his partner with a little 
more in the unbid suits than he 
actually held. 

‘One South player passed this, 
figuring that they had reached a 
noble contract, and that his power 
to ruff out the heart suit would 
cinch the slam in clubs. The other 
South calculated differently. He 
thought that most of the competi- 
tors would get to seven clubs, and 
determined to top that score, rely- 
ing on his great club length to 
squeeze the opponents if any such 
play were necessary. He really ex- 
pected his partner’s hearts to be 
more solid or for him to hold ace- 
king of spades and king-queen of 
diamonds. Confident that North 
would spread his hand after the 
opening lead, he bid. 

Seven No Trumps. 

North, however, saw that the 
hand was far from a spread; in 
fact, unless he could win the spade 
finesse and also squeeze West in 
both major suits, the hand must go 
down one. East opened the five of 
diamonds—a splendid lead, giving 
nothing away, and in no way help- 
ing the declarer to count the hands. 
Winning with dummy’s ace, de- 
clarer played the queen of spades 
which West rightly covered. Hav- 
ing only one entry to dummy, and 
seeing that his only chance was to 
be able to discard after West if the 
squeeze worked, he played the king 
of diamonds, so that West should 
have one less diamond to discard 


jafter the squeeze was under way. 


Following this, six rounds of clubs. 
On the last club, West has to dis- 
card from ten and nine of spades 
and queen, six and four of hearts. 
North sits back of him with jack 
and eight of spades and ace, king, 
ten of hearts, and discards from the 
suit retained by West, thus mak- 
ing the grand slam. Maybe the 
hand was overbid—if so, it was done 
so intelligently with an emergency 
line of play in view. The cards are 
often kind to efforts of this char- 
acter. The eight of spades knew 
just where to place itself; the king 
acquiesced, and the hearts agreed 
that a fine player should master 
them if he took care to observe the 
proper ceremonial.
